Muslims-young and old and formed the basis of a fresh wave of 
resentment against Sir Zafarullah Khan and his cousunity.

Tt nay be reueubered that Sir Zafarullah Khan wade his 
speech on 28th kay, 1952, On 15th July, 1952 the Qadiani 
organ Al-fazal published the instigation to take revenge

We are thankful to the Hon'ble Judges of the Court of 
Inquiry for affording us an opportunity to present our 
view-point in connection with tne re cent disturbances in the 
Punjab.

to this school of thought, does not pornit freedom of 

" thought and conscience, Every muslin iust unquestionably 
Subuit to the interpretation of Islay. as given by this 
movement, one of its fantastic ideas is that a muslin who 
renountes his faith nust be punished with death. Tac dangerous 
consequences of such a creed may well be imagined. any body 
whom this Jamaat proncunces to be un-Islamic in his beliefs or 
practices forfeits his life and property. Ever since the 
creation of Pakistan this Jatiaat had been Carrying on the 
propaganda that the Governwent of this new born state was 
un-Islamic. It was contended that since the Islanic constitu- 
tion had not been adopted the Government of Pakistan had 
broken ite hasie prouiss with the people and was imposing an 
Un-isleuic constitution on the people. ت۲‎ 59 was 
carried on for quite a long tire wita nost deadly effect cn 
the public wind.

It will be recalled that just a little before the

The whole confusion arises froin the fact that very few 


people care to pause and po: 


der over the true significance 
of the doctrinas of Khatu-i-Nabuwat. The Khatu-i-Nabuwat 
has a two-fold significance: firstly,that of the terzination 
nf Prophethcod with the Holy Prophet licharusd and secondly, 
that of the continuation of the Holy Prophet's spiritual 
blessings to the ends of time, Tho Ahuadiya ovenent's 
interpretation of Khatu-i-NabuWat satisfied both these 
conditions. 

The Founder of this Movement devoted much of nis literature 
to thé elucidation of both these aspects of Khatw-i-Nabuwat, 
For a long time he refuted the common conception among the . 
Ulama as to the second advent of Jesus, on this very ground, 
It is a common belief anong the Musalmans that in the latter 
times when the roli) lon of islam would fall on ovil days. 
Jusus Christ whom they suppose to be still alive would .

he pointed pot was also against the Quranic teaching that

his rejectors woul qutouzticelly become kafirs, 

But this wos nover the position of the Founder which 
conclusively proves that he never claimed to be a Prophet.

Khawaja Moheenud-Din Chishti of Ajmer, Hazrat Wujaddic 
Alfi Thani of Sirhand, Hazrat Nizamud-Din Aulia cf 
Delhi ané Hazrat Data Gung Bakhsh of Lehore are a 


few such illustrious names. 
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This significance of Khatm-i-Nabu'

! Motaphorical use of the word Nesbit, 


It has been a common terminology to describe this 
spiritual experience as a form or manifestation of 
Nabuwat. Hazrat Mujadcid Alfi-Ssni discussed this at 
length and asserts that " The recipients of this 
Spiritual experience, though not prophets, partake of 
some of the complexion of Prephethood". Likewisa Pagret 
Khawaja Mohinud-Din Chishti Ajmeri also refers to 
himself as having attained the spiritual heights of 
certain prophets and become the Masih-ibn-Haryam. The 
literatura on 4slauic lassavuf is full of this metaphorical 
use.of the word prophet as applying to saints and 
Spiritus! luninaries in this Uumat. Eeven the great 
Maulana Runi describes a man of such spiritual eninence 
as " A prophet of hès day", of course in a metapherical 


sence, The Founder of the Ahmadiya Movement said neither 
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more nor less than what was said by all these 

spiritual leaders cf the Uuuat from tine to time. In 

the Divine Neveletion which he claimed to receive he 

was called by the epithet of 'Nabi' but every time such a 
word was used about hir, he made it abondantly clearthat 
meant no more than .spiritual experience, and it in no 
way implied prophethccd in the real sense of the word 
which had cone to an end with the Holy Prophet Mohammad, 
In his very lest book " Hagigatul-Waheet ( Jl c3% ) 
he repeats" I have been designated a 'Nabi' by way of 
metaphor not in the real sense," 

The Underlying Wisdom" 

Why was it necessary, it way be asked, to bring in the wore 
of Nabi which caused so such confusion in tho publie mind? 
The answer is that without this emphasis on spiritual 
experience it was not possible to prove conclusively that 
the blossings of the Prophethood of the Holy Prophet 
Mohamad are an unbroken process and are to antinue up 
to the end of tine. The view which denies such spiritual 
experience is tantamount tû tae confession that the 
Prophothooé of tho Holy Prophet hohauuad is no longer
